the secretary o f state 
first and the supreme cou rt later 
have 
interposed 
to 
prevent 
the 
printing of the bogus silver ticket

Be it reso lved b y th e Ho u se o f Rep resen ta tives, 
th e S en a te co n cu rrin g th erein , a s fo llo w s: 
A t t he general election to he held on th e 
T uesd a y n e xt follow ing th e first M onday in 
N ovem ber, A. !>., 1.-96, an a m e n d m e n t to th e 
con stitution of Missouri sh all be subm itte d 
to th e qualified voters of th e State, in th e 
following words: 
T he s e a t of g ove rn m e n t sh all be rem oved 
from t he City of Jefferson and located a t th e 
city of Sedalia. 
Any person or persons m ay 
g r a n t an d d on ate to the S tate an y land, sum 
of m oney or oth e r th in g of va lue to be used 
for th e purpose of e rectin g Hie necessary 
public buildings at th e city of Sedalia. or 
m ay d eposit with th e g overn or sufficient se­ 
curitie s or oblig ation s to g ua ra n te e th e e re c ­ 
tion of such buildings. 
W hen ever a suita ble eapitol building, h a v ­ 
ing th e sam e or g re a te r floor a re a a n d a p­ 
poin tm e n ts as tlie present ca pita l and s u­ 
prem e court buildings, an d eq ual th e re to in 
sta bility and a rc h ite c tura l m erit, tog e th e r 
with g roun d s of th e sam e or g re a te r area, 
and an a rm ory building likew ise sim ila r or 
superior to th e pre se n t arm ory , and an exec­ 
utive m ansion likew ise sim ilar or superior to 
th e pre sen t building used as the g overn or's 
residence, tog e th e r w ith th e groun d s and a p­ 
purten a n ces, sh all be erecteu a t th e city of 
Sedalia. th e sam e shall be accepted by a com ­ 
m ission consisting of th e governor, se c re ta ry 
of sta te , aud itor, tre a s ure r and a ttorn e y - 
general, and such officers shall a t once re ­ 
m ove th e public record;, an d personal prop­ 
e rty tos uc h new public buildings, and th e 
city of Sedalia sh all th e re upon become th e 
perm: n en t se a t of g overn m e n t. 
T he plans 
and location of tlie eapitol, arm ory a n d ex­ 
e c utive m ansion a n d g roun d s shall tirst be 
approved by such com m ission. 
T he c oun ty of P ettis a n d Sedalia tow nship, 
in said county , m ay each vote an issue of 
5-20, n on -taxa bie, 3 pe r c e n t bonds, not to e x­

T h a t a t th e general election to be held 
on th e T uesd a y next follow ing th e first Mon­ 
d ay in N ovem ber, 1S9 6 . th e foil« w ing a m e n d ­ 
m e n t to th e con stitution of th e s ta te of Mis­ 
souri, concerning th e jud icial d e pa rtm e n t, 
sh all lm subm itte d to th e qualified voters of 
said sta te , to wit: 
S e c tio n 1. T he pow er 
of th e supre m e 
court, exc ept as h e re in a fte r provided, an d 
of th e c ourts of appeals, to issue original 
rem ed ial w rits, shall be confined to cases ly ­ 
ing w ithin t he a ppe lla te jurisd ic tion of said 
c ourts.

shall 
look into th e e n tire record for th e 
purpose of a sc ertain in g such value. 
Cases involving th e con struc tion of th e 
con stitution of t he U n ited S tates or or th is 
sta te , or th e va lid ity of a tr e a ty or s ta tute 
of th e U nited States, a re those cases only 
w here th a t poin t has been raised in good 
fa ith by som e plead in g or in struc tion in th e 
tria l court. 
Cases involving th e c on struc tion of th e 
re ven ue law s ol th is s ta te a re cases only 
w herein e ith e r 
pa rty in th e tria l c ourt 
claim s som e rig h t un d e r a c on struc tion of 
such laws, w hich con struction his a d ve rsa ry 
denies to be th e tr ue con struc tion by som e 
plead in g or in struction . 
T he title to a n y office un d e r th is sta te 
m eans only th e title of a n officer whose d uties 
are co exten sive w ith th e sta te , or who is re ­ 
q uired by law to be com m issioned by th e 
g overn or; a n d no one is a s ta te officer who 
dees n ot an sw e r th is description. 
A c oun ty or ot tier political subdivision of a 
s ta te includes only counties, a n d cities e xe r­ 
cising th e fun c tion s of a coun ty , but no m inor 
subdivision. 
Gases involving title to real e s ta te a re cases 
only w herein th e decree of jud g m e n t re n ­ 
d ered affects d irec tly th e title of th e a ppe l­ 
la n t to c e rta in re al estate , an d action s of 
e je c tm e n t. 
W hen e ith e r pa r ty to an a ppe al claim s t h a t 
a question has been fa irly raised upon th e 
record in th e tria l court, by w hicn th e jur is ­ 
diction of an appeal th e re in is vested in th e 
suprem e court, or t h a t th e a m oun t involved,

OW TO PREPARE BALLOT. 


Seme Snsrirestious to Keep in Mind 
Wh en You Go to Vote on No­ 
vember 3d. 


Every male citizen over th e age 
of 21 years wh o sh all h ave re*iided 
in th e state one year and in th e 
I 
county, city or town sixty days im 
mediately preceding th e election 
sh all be entitled to vole, provided 
h e is not disqualified by law. 
Th is ballot is a sacred righ t and 
every man h as th e righ t to exer­ 
cise it free and tip trammeled, 
it is a violation of law to bribe 
or intimidate a voter. 
For th e citizen's protection th e 
law prescribes h ow h e sh all vote, 
and in th is state th e ballot is secret. 
, Under th e Australian system th e

No one can know h ow h e votes. 
Th e judges and clerks are re- 
quired to take an oath not to di

Ih e punish ment of any election

-J' ficer wh y divulges h ow any man 
' voted in any election. 
After th e votes are counted th e 
ballots are 
sealed by 
th e sworn 
judges and clerks and turned over 
to th e county clerk, th us sealed,and 
h e h as no righ t to examine th em or 
divulge 
th eir contents. 
A h eavy 
penalty is imposed upon any clerk 
or deputy wh o violates th is law or 
divulges h ow any citizen voted. 
In cases of contested 
election, 
a!l wh o open or examine th e ballots 
are required to take a solemn oath 
not to divulge h ow any particular 
individual voted. 
Since th e late tlMjeats and at­ 
tempted intimidation Ah e public is 
aroUsed 
as never before on th is 
subject, and any election officer or 
county clerk.wh o violates th e law 
in th is respect will be made an ex­ 
ample of by being rigorously prose­ 
cuted 
and 
publicly 
denounced. 
;£ very case will be investigated b e­ 
fore th e people of th e wh ole state.
